Given its name by the peculiar appearance 
of its fruit in the shape of big sausages. 
Several of these trees can be found in South 
Florida. 

CANNON BALL TREE 

This specimen can be seen in Ft. Myers, the 
only one of its kind in the United States. The 
tree is never without fruit. It takes 12 months 
to ripen these cannon balls, which remain on 
the tree until a new crop is well developed. 
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
